American Citizen Captured by 
the Bandit Raisuli 
turns Home with 
His Stepson. 


POLITICS IN ABDUCTION. 


Hay’s Message, “ Perdicaris Alive 
or Outlaw Dead,” Makes 
Effective Ransom 
Party's Visit. 


TANGIER, June 25, 2 a. m.—Bandit Rai- 
suli’s victims, Ion Perdicaris and Cromwell 
Varley, who were kidnaped last May, and 
for whom a ransom of $70,000 was demanded, 
arrived here soon after midnight. The delay 


in turning over the prisoners apparently 
was due to & mistake as to the date of their 


release. 

Perdicaris is much fatigued after his long 
ride, but says he is glad to get back. He 
is greatly pleased with the reception ac- 
corded ‘him by the townsmen, who met him 
in great numbers. 


Perdicaris suffered many hardships while | 


in the hands of Raisuli, although he says he 
does not think that these were the fault of 
the bandit chief, and that he had every com- 


‘fort possible under the circumstances. 


Perdicaris Has Aged. 

Varley appears to be as cheerful as if he 
had just returned from a picnic. Both 
Perdicaris and Varley are much thinner, es- 
pecially the e who has aged consid- 
erably. 

Perdicaris was  recetved at his town house 
by the authorities, the admirals of the fleets, 
and numerous personal friends. His Moor- 
ish servants made a great demonstration of 
joy, kissing their master’s handsand clothes. 


Credit to Shereefs. 


Much credit is due to the two shereefs of 


Wazan, Mulai Ali and Mulai Hamet, who 


bave devoted much time in their efforts |- 


to secure the success of the negotiations. 
Mulal Ali remained at Raisuli’s camp con- 
tinuously, thus insuring the safety of the 

‘yes of the captives, while Mulal Hamet 
traveled back and forth between Tangier 
and Denairos. 

Mulai Hamet says he arrived at the camp 
of Zelal, governor of the Ben! m’Sara tribe, 
at 8 o’clock on June 23, but that the captives 
did not arrive until the morning of June 24. 


Nothing unusual occurred during the ex- 


change of the prisoners, who started imme- 
diately for their respective homes. 
Kidnaped on May 18. 

Ion Perdicaris, who is a citizen of the 
United States, and his stepson, Cromwell 
Varley; a British subject, were kidnaped 
from their home just outside Tangier on the 
evening of May 18. In his letter Raisuli de- 
manded $70,000 cash ransom, the release of 
all his followers in prison, the removal of 
the governor of Tangier, and the withdrawal 
of all the sultan's troops in Raisull's distriét. 

The American and British consuls con- 
ducted negotiations for the release of the two 
men until Rear Admiral Chadwick, in com- 
mand of the American fleet, arrived at Tan- 
gier May 31. Negotiations dragged along 
until June 22, when Secretary Hay sent his 
ultimatum: Perdicaris alive or Raisuli 
dead.“ This spurred the sultan to action, 
and the prisoners were surrendered to the 
ransom party. 


London Calls for Intervention. 
LONDON, June 25, 8 a. m.—The Times to- 
day, in an editorial on the release by Raisuli 
of Perdicaris and Varley, says the world per- 
ceives the impotence of the Moroccan ruler 
to discharge the most elementary duties of 


government, and points out that France 


must intervene and provide the sultan with 
an organized force and with funds. 
The Standard, after saying Morocco must 


riow cease to remain under a reign of an- 


archy, credits Secretary Hay’s vigorous 
diplomacy "’ with the speedy closing of the 
most remarkable incident which has troubled 
contemporary history in Morocco.“ 


Action Triumph for Roosevelt. 

Washington, D. C., June 24.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt’s vigorous diplomatic 
policy has scored another great triumph, 
and has resulted in the release of Ion Perdi- 
caris and Varley, his stepson, who were 
kidnaped by Raisull, the Moroccan bandit, 
May 18. The president received a cable- 
gram shortly before midnight from Consul 
General Gummere announcing the arrival 
The president 
raturally was delighted with the prompt 
compliance with the terms of his ultimatum 


to the sultan of Morocco.

Attorney A. C. Allen Seriously 
Injured by Unknown Thugs. 


POLICE CALL IT “ACCIDENT.” 


* Lawyer Has Fought Many Strikers by 


* Inj 


Alexander C. Allen, attorney at law, was 
the victim of a mysterious assault in the cor - 


work of labor union sympathizers or hired 
„ sluggers of the unions. Mr. Allen had 
incurred the enmity of a number of unions by 
his activity in the last year in securing in- 
junctions in behalf of nonunion men and em- 
ployers who feared strike violence. 

When the injured attorney was assisted to 
the Central Detail police station in the city 
hall, which is across the street from the 
scene of the assault, little heed was given 

the case by the police, who asserted the in- 
jury probably was the result of a fall. Mr. 
Allen was taken to the Samaritan hospital, 
Where his wounds were dressed. 


Story of Assault Vague. 

The attorney still was dazed from the blow 
which caused a slight concussion of the 
brain and was unable to make a statement 
that would aid the police in the search for his 
assailants. He was taken to his home, 6457 
Eggleston avenue. 
was the elevator conductor in the building, 
who found the victim lying unconscious in 
the dark hallway a few minutes after he had 
carried Mr. Allen from his office on the 
fourth floor to the ground. 

According to the story told by the elevator 
conductor, two men were waiting in the hall- 
way when Mr. Allen stepped out. They 
walked toward the lawyer, but did not dis- 
play weapons. The car was started to the 
top floor of the building again and the con- 
ductor heard no cry nor sound from the 
men. When he returned to the first floor Mr.

The man summoned Robert Wuest, who is 
secretary of the National Sheet Metal Trades 
association, and who was in Mr. Allen’s 
office, and two clerks, who assisted him to 
the police station, where an ambulance was 
called, and the attorney removed * the 
hospital. 


Injuries Declared Serious. 

Dr. A. C. Spach attended Mr. Allen during 
the night and said that his injuries were 
serious. The victim remained in a stupor 
during the-night and was unable to give 
any coherent account of the attack. 

Mrs. Allen said that while threats of in- 
jury had been made to her husband during 
the progress of the Kellogg Switchboard 
strike, in which he procured several injunc- 
tlons against strikers, she had heard of no 
recent threats. The police have been told, 
however, of warnings received recently by 
the attorney. 


His Fight Against Rioters. 
Mr. Allen came into prominence in con- 
ions a year ago in the case of the Kellogg 
Switchboard company against several labor 
organizations. The briefs were prepared 
with extraordinary minuteness of detail and 
every statement set up was sustained by 
the lower courts and recently by the Ap- 
pellate court. The success of this prosecu- 
tion brought a flood of injunction suits. In 
practically every instance the bills have 
been prepared and the orders drawn in the 
words and forms used by Mr. Allen. 
The‘attorney represented the Chicago 
Typothets in many cases brought against 
the belligerent Franklin Union of Press- 
feeders. The union was enjoined and later 
was forced into a receivership, while many 
of the officers and members were fined for 
violations or indicted by the grand jury. 


Proves Disastrous to Unions. 
When the brass crafts walked out in the

ing the unions.

Loomis has failed. 
Starts for Abyssinia. 

PARIS, June 24.—W. H. Ellis, who crossed 
the Atlantic with Kent J. Loomis, started 
for Marseilles tonight, where he will take 
the steamer Oxus tomorrow for Jibutil, from 


capital of Abyssinia. He will be gone about 
four months. 

Mr. Ellis carried with him the commercial 
treaty between the United States and Abys- 
sinia, which Loomis was to have delivered. 
The treaty, in a sealed tin box, was recovered 
from Mr. Loomis’ baggage, which reached 
Paris today. 

Was Not a State Messenger. 

Washington, D. C., June 24,—[Special.]— 
Assistant Secretary of State Francis B. 
Loomis said today: 
My brother was conveying to Abyssinia 
a sealed tin box containing a copy of the 
commercial treaty negotiated by Mr. Skinner 


last autumn and ratified by the senate, and

APOLOGIZES TO FRANCE. 


Reparation Offered for Act of Palace 
Guard in Throwing Stones at 
Minister Deprez. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, June 23.—The 
French minister, M. Deprez, has received a 
letter from the Haytien government apolo- 
gizing for the action of the palace guard in 
stoning the minister while the lattér was 
driving past the palace on Wednesday. The 
incident, therefore, is regarded here as 
closed. 

The assault was due to the popular feeling 
against Frenchmen and Germans, who are 
popularly blamed for the deplorable financial 
condition of Hayti. French and German offi- 
cials are in prison charged with issuing 
fraudulent securities through a national bank 
of which they were officials, last year. These 
transactions were the origin of the ill feeling 
and at the bottom of the attack by the 
soldiers. ad 


France May Demand Indemnity. 
PARIS, June 24.— The government has de- 


cided to send a warship to Port au Prince to 


demand reparation for the recent' attack on 
the French minister by the palace guard. 
The nature of the redress which the war- 
ship will demand is not yet announced. The 
question of asking for an indemnity has 
been considered, but it has not been de- 
cided whether this will be required, in ad- 
Gition to a most ample apology. 


Germany Ignores Incident. 
BERLIN, June 24.—The foreign office 
treats the stoning of the German minister at 
Port au Prince calmly, and is disposed to re- 
gard it as the work of boys or the idle street 
populace.

Accepts Cabinet Portfolio Aft- 
er Dinner with President 
at the White House. 


MOODY TO SUCCEED KNOX. 
Vietor H. Metealf of California 

Named as Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor.

WILLIAM H. MOODY, who has resigned as sec- 
retary of the navy, to be attorney general. 

VICTOR H. METCALF, to be secretary of com- 
merce and labor, vice George B. Cortelyou, re- 
signed. 

In pursult ot his purpose to secure the 
services of a thoroughly able and congenial 
man, President Roosevelt offered the ap- 

intment of secretary of the navy to Mr. 

Horton, first vice president of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé railroad. Mr. Morton 
is a personal friend of the president of many 
years’ standing. He ts a son of the late J. 
Sterling Morton of Nebraska, secretary of 
agriculture in President Cleveland's last 
administration. Mr. Morton hds had ex- 
‘perience in Washington, having been here 
with his father. 3 


. Reluctant to Accept. 

Since President Roosevelt has been in the 
White house he has made more than one 
effort to induce Mr. Morton to accept a 
position in his administration. Feeling that 
his life work in the railroad business, in 
which he has achieved success, might be 
impeded by his acceptance of an official posi- 
tion in the government, he uniformly has 
declined all such proffers. 

In consonance with this feeling he declined 
the proffer of the portfolio of the navy. He 


was requested by the president to recon- 


sider his declination. 

Last night he took dinner,at the White 
house and the whole subject was considered 
after Mr. Morton had consulted with his 
personal and business friends and associates. 
At the concluslon of the conference Mr. Mor- 
ton told the president he would accept the 
position in the cabinet. Then it was that 
the other changes, one of which, at least, 
was contingent upon Mr Morton’s action, 
were decided upon definitely. 


Mr. Morton a Former Democrat. 

Mr. Morton was bred a democrat; and 
up to a comparatively recent date, he has 
ected with the conservative wing of that 
rarty. With his late father he bolted the 
Bryan ticket in 1896, and, it is understood, 
voted for Palmer and Buckner, the candi- 
dates .of the gold democrats for president 
and vice president. 

He has, however, within the last two or 


three years, been attracted more and more 


te the views of President Roosevelt, espe- 
cially the latter's aggressive and all Ameri- 
can foreign policy. At present he isin entire 
harmony with the administration. Mr. 
Morton is 47 years old and wealthy. He 
has worked his way up from a modest clerk- 
ehip to the position he now holds. 


Mr. Moddy Transferred. 

William H. Moody, selected to succeed Mr. 
Knox as attorney general, is now secretary 
of the navy. He is 51 years old and a bache- 
lor. He served three terms in congress from 
a Massachusetts district and waa serving his 
fourth when called to the cabinet to succeed 
John D. Long.

THREAT 10 GOV PEABODY 


MEN CLAIMING TO BE LABOR COM- 
MITTEE INVADE HIS ROOM. 


Present te Colorado Executive, at Au- 
ditorium Annex, Resolutions Adopt- 
ed by Building Trades Business 
Agents Denouncing the Deportation 
of Miners—Intraders Then Tell Him 
He Had Better Hasten Out of Chi- 
cago—Governor a Delegate. 


After his work as a delegate to the repu 
lican national convention was concluded Gov. 
James H. Peabody of Colorado was threat- 
ened with violence by three men who forced 
their way into his room at the Auditorium 
Annex, while he was making preparations to 
attend the banquet of the Illincis Manufac- 
turers’ association, — 

According to the story told yesterday by 
the governor, the men invaded his room at 
5 o’clock Thursday afternoon, just after 
he had dismissed: several members of the 
Colorado delegation. He was alone at the 
time, but had neglected to lock the door. 
The spokesman of the party gave his name 
as Emil Arnold, and claimed to be the pub- 
lisher of a labor union paper in Chicago. 

Arnold informed the governor he had been 
delegated by the board of business agents of 
the Building Trades’ council of Chicago to 
present to him a copy of a set of resolutions 
denouncing his action in deporting union men 
from the state of Colorado. The resolutions 
were in typewritten form, and bore the sig- 
natures of F. E. Thomas, M. B. Madden, and. 


J. Stanhope. 
| Warned to Leave Chicago. 

„Well, what is your business with me, 
gentlemen?” inquired the governor after he 
had glanced hurriedly at the communication. 

That's all,“ said Arnold. We just want- 
ed to let you know that we are sorry we are 
not able to deport you from Chicago as 
vou did our friends in Colorado. We would 
advise you for your own safety, however, to 
get away from Chicago as soon as possible.“ 

“What is your business or occupation?” 
the governor inquired. 

1 haven't any business at present, ex- 
cepting that I was appointed on this commit- 
tee to deliver these resolutions.” 

And what is your business?“ asked the 
governor, turning to another member of the 
trio. 

Me, O. I am a saloonkeeper, but I’m on 
the committee, too,’’ was the reply. 
Governor Replies to Threat. 

Then the governor of Colorado had some- 
thing to say. Lae 

suppose you would like to see me driven 
out of Chicago, but let me tell you that I 
shall stay here as long as I have business 
here, he said. I came here last Sunday 
and made all my arrangements to remain 
untd] 5 o’clock tomorrow afternoon, when I 
expect to take the Burlington train for 
Denver. * 

„These resolutions are a pack of malicious 
lies. At no time since my Incumbency as 
chief executive of the state of Colorado have 
I ever opposed a labor union. But I will say 
that among the union men in Colorado there 
are and have been a number of dynamiters, 
anarchists, and murderers. If you men and 
your friends countenance and indorse such 
methods as those that have wiped out so 
many precious lives in the mining districts 
of Colorado, then I must say that you are 
no better. 


Colorado Delegation Angry. 

The interview was at an end and the men 
withdrew as quietly as they had entered. 
No one saw them go into Gov. Peabody’s 
room, nor were they seen as they left, but 
the members of the Colorado delegation 
were in a fighting frame of mind when the 
governor told them what had happened. 

The resolution referred to was adopted at 
a meeting of the business agents of the 
Building Trades councils, claiming to rep- 
resent 35,000 union men of Chicago. It 
charges Gov. Peabody with violating his 
oath of office in deporting union men, char- 
acterizes the union men of Colorado as 
peaceful and law abiding citizens, and closes 
by saying: 

** We mourn the fact that we are unable to 
duplicate with regard to him his acts of de- 
portation, and, being thus situated; that we 
hereby order that the charter of this or- 
ganization be draped in mourning so long 
as Gov. Peabody shall remain in the city.” 

The governor did not tell his friends of the 
incident until a short time before his de- 
parture from Chicago. He left at 5 o'clock 
last night.

POLICE TO INVESTIGATE ALLEGED 
LOSSES OF $50,000. 


Refuses to Tell Nane 
St Persons Who Won His Money, but

When he neard yesterday that H. 
Laidley, the bankrupt La Salle street broker, 
said he had lost the greater part of $50,000 
playing poker at the Owensboro Whist club, 
Assistant Chief Schuettler said he would 
investigate the status of that organization. 

Laidley, though refusing to tell the names 
of all the persons with whom he played, has 
admitted that he lost most of his money at 
the Owensboro club, on the second floor of 
the building at 112 Madison street. The 
clubrooms are luxuriously furnished, but ft 
is not whist or euchre or casino that attracts 
the players, but poker, with a $3 and $5 limit. 


‘Light on Gambling Losses. 
Considerable light is expected today on Mr. 
Laidley’s gambling losses at the hearing of 
his case before Commissioner Wean. 


$100,000," said Edwin C. Day, receiver for 
the brokerage firm yesterday. His legal 
assets will not amount to more than $20,000. 
According to his own admission, he has lost 
nearly $50,000 in poker games. If we can 
recover a part of this money it will be a con- 
siderable addition. to his assets.

SAFE OUTSIDE 


LIMITS MARK BOUNDARIES OF 
GAMBLING CRUSADE. | 


Sheriff. Barrett Says He Does Not In- 
tend to “Start Anything at This Late 
Day” and Bookmaking Is Conducted 
Without Interference at the Haw- 
thorne Racetrack—Jury in the Case 
of “Patsy” King Is Expected to Dis. | 


The boundaries of the crusade against 
gambling were established yesterday and are 
the same as those of the city of Chicago. In- 
side, a man who makes or takes a bet on a 
horse race does so at hisperil, says Assistant 
Chief Schuettier. Outside there will be no 
interference. 

The bookmaking and betting at the Haw- 
thorne racetrack were not interfered with. 
Sheriff Barrett, who is the arbiter, permitted 
the gamblers to understand that in the 
county, outside the city limits, they are safe. 


Sheriff Refuses to Act. 

«“wét for me,” said the sheriff. “I like 
borseracing. There has been gambling at 
the Codbk county tracks during twenty years. 
It is what you call an institution. Don't 
expect me to start anything at this late date. 
Of course, if warrants are issued from the 
upper courts I will have to serve them.“ 

There is no probability that any such 
warrants will issue in the immediate future, 
as the organizations of Chicago reformers 
who might be expected to “start some- 
thing say they have enough to cope with 
inside the city limits. The Citizens’ asso- 
ciation, for one, is specializing in policy 
shops, with special attention to Patsy”

UNION 10 SEEK CONVERTS 


WILL SEND “MISSIONARIES TO 
EVERY HOUSE IN CITY. | 


These Canvassers Are to Urge Women 
to Buy Only Shoes Bearing Label of 
Organized Labor—Members of Metal 

Trades Association Say Most of the 
Places of Striking Machinists Are 
Filled—Suit of James Gavin Against 
Bricklayers. 


To create a demand for union made shoes, 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union soon will 
place in Chicago a corps of canvasgers who 
will visit every home in the city. These 
agents will tell the housewives of the ob- 
jects of the union and will endeavor to show 
them that the product of organized labor is 
to be preferred to that of nonunion hands. 
People are to be urged to purchase only 
shoes bearing the stamp of the union. 

“Our canvassers will work just as solicit- | 
ors try to sell goods from house to house,” 
said General Secretary C. L. Baine of the 
organization. “It will be the biggest mis- 
stonary enterprise ever undertaken by a 
labor union. The plan has been tried in a 
few small cities in the east, but never in a 
large city. Now it is to be adopted in the 
principal cénters of population in the coun- 
try. Canvassers will be working in Chicago 7 
in two weeks.“ 


Machine Shops Find Men. 

George H. Tompkine, assistant secretary of 
the Chicago Metal Trades association, said 
that the organization had filled most of the 
Places vacated by the machinists and metal 
workers, who on June 1 began @ series of 
strikes. 

The employment bureaus of the metal 
trades associations have placed 750 men, 
Mr. Tompkins said,. of these 500 are now at 
work in the various shops.

| MARY WILKINS’ NEW BOOK AND OTHERS.

By Jeannette L. Gilder, Editor of the Critic. 
, HERE will not be many books pub- 
lished between the present time and 


letup from January to January. Not only 
did they sprinkle the dog days with books 
that they had, but the business was so good 
that they added to the list, and the literary 
editor who thought that he could catch up 
with his reviewing in June, July, and Au- 
gust found to his sorrow that he could not. 

This year from the early spring there has 
been a falling off in the number of books 
published, and one New York daily famous 
for the quality of its reviews, notwithstand- 
ing the lateness of their publication, has 
actually been able to have them up to date. 
This of itself proves the scarcity of books 
about as well as anything could 

One literary journal with which I am ac- 
quainted received over 8,000 volumes for 
review during the season of 1908. This year 
the number has been decreased by at least 
a thousand. I cannot say that there have 
been any regrets felt in the office for this 
falling off. 

One of the most important books of the 
year—certainly the most important of its 
class, it will be admitted, I think—was Her- 
bert Spencer’s autobiography. That, com- 
ing in April, did much to dignify the spring 
list. As one looks back to the first of the 
year he is inclined to believe that the last 
six months have been leavened by the pub- 
lication of this book. The last season has 
not been a notable one as far as the im- 


portance books published goes, nor will 
there be ch of great importance published 
until the Late fall. 


Speaking of Herbert Spencer’s autobiogra- 
phy reminds me of its publishers, Messrs. 
D. Appleton & Co. There have, as you no 
doubt know, been many important changes 
in the organization of that famous old pub- 
lishing house within the last few weeks. 
It has been known for some time past that 
Mr. W. W. Appleton, Mr. Willie,” as he 
is called by his business associates, not- 
withstanding his 60 years, has looked for- 
ward to retirement from the strenuous 
dut of president of the concern for the 
last few years. Now he has realized his 
wish. He is no longer president, but he will 
remain on the board of directors, his asso- 
ciates insisting upon that much of his val- 
uable services. The election of Mr. Joseph 
H. Sears. to the office of president of D. Ap- 
pleton & Co. came as a surprise to outsid- 
ers. For several years Mr. Sears has been 
associated with Messrs. Harper & Bros., 
having been respectively editor of the Young 
People, the Weekly, and the Bazar. He is 
a young man, probably the youngest man 
holding so important a position in the pub- 
lishing business. He is also a man of ideas. 
Undoubtedly he will bring.a new policy to 
bear on the business and it will be inter- 
esting to see what will happen within the 
next few months. 

It is not every one who knows that J. H. 
Sears and Hamblen Sears are one and the 
same person. Taking his second name for 
a pen name, Mr. Sears has made it well 
known on the title pages of several popular 
novels which have borne the imprint of 
Dodd, Mead & Co. So it will be seen that 
the new president of D. Appleton & Co. 
is a man who knows more than one branch 
of the book business. |

Really, if New 
England folk are like that it d time that 
sane people stopped reading about them.

The truth of the 
matter is, Mrs. Freeman has made her output 
too large. 

The result is becoming something pvertie. 
That's all there is to it. It's a shame 
to have to say it, and it's a great deal more 
of a shame that it should be the fact.
